described  Connally  as  a “fine  man, 
outstanding,  and  a great  American.” 

Connally,  53,  served  as  Navy  Secretary 
under  the  late  President  John  F.  Kennedy 
and  was  seriously  wounded  by  gunfire 
when  riding  in  the  same  auto  with 
Kennedy  at  the  time  of  the  assassination  in 
Dallas  seven  years  ago. 

He  has  been  a close  political  ally  of 
Johnson’s  throughout  the  years,  both  in 
Washington  and  in  Texas. 

IT  WAS  the  second  Nixon  cabinet  switch 
in  recent  weeks.  The  President  dismissed 
Walter  J.  Hickel  as  Interior  Secretary  on 
the  day  before  Thanksgiving  and  tabbed 
Rep.  Rogers  C.B.  Morton  to  succeed  him. 

Connally  is  the  first  Democrat  to  be 
appointed  to  a Nixon  cabinet  post 
although  Daniel  Patrick  Moynihan,  a 
long-time  Kennedy  and  Johnson  aide,  has 
been  serving  Nixon  as  a.  White  House 
counsellor  with  cabinet  status.  Moynihan 
plans  to  return  soon  to  Harvard. 

Following  the  November  off-year 
elections  in  which  both  parties  claimed 
gains,  there  was  immediate  speculation  that 
Nixon  would  oversee  a changing  of  the 
guard  in  his  top  echelon  officials.  Both 
Hickel  and  Kennedy  were  listed  as  those 
subject  to  switch. 

OTHERS  figuring  the  speculation  are 


Agriculture  Secretary  Clifford  Hardin  and 
Housing  Secretary  George  Romney. 

Lawmakers  from  both  parties 
immediately  praised  Connally,  but  the 
House  Banking  Committee  chairman 
voiced  surprise  that  such  a loyal  Democrat 
would  go  to  work  for  the  Republicans. 

Based  on  the  favorable  reaction,  it 
appeared  that  Connally  would  be  quickly 
confirmed  by  the  Senate  when  Nixon  sends 
his  name  up  to  Capitol  Hill  in  January  to 
replace  David  Kennedy. 

BUT  REP.  WRIGHT  PATMAN,  head  of 
the  Banking  Committee  and  a fellow  Texan 
and  a Democrat,  sounded  one  note  of 
surprise.  Although  Patman  also  had  high 
personal  praise  for  him,  he  said;  “Gov. 
Connally  has  always  been  a loyal  Democrat 
and  I am,  frankly,  surprised  that  he  was 
willing  to  take  such  a policymaking  job 
under  a Republican  adminstration.” 

Rep.  George  Mahon,  D-Tex.,  Chairman 
of  the  House  Appropriations  Committee 
and,  more  than  any  other  man,  the 
congressional  keeper  of  the  pursestrings, 
said  in  a House  speech  that  Connally  “is 
the  type  of  man  who  can  dramatize  the 
seriousness”  of  big  budget  deficits. 

He  said  Conally  also  could  curb 
“galloping  inflation  by  mustering  public 
opnion.  I hope  he  can  unite  the  country  in 
bringing  about  fiscal  restraint  and 
stabilizing  the  economy.

ASBYU  President  Brian  Walton  quashed 
speculation  yesterday  that  the  Executive 
Council  would  meet  in  a special  session 
today  to  respond  to  a threatened  court 
injunction  on  the  recent  approval  of  the 
Cougarette-Pep  Band  trip  to  Hawaii. 

Walton  said  the  10-member  body  would 
convene  at  their  weekly  scheduled  meeting 
on  Wednesday  at  4:15  p.m.  in  347  ELWC 
and  would  discuss  the  Hawaii  trip. 

Chief  Justice  of  the  ASBYU  Supreme 
Court,  C.  Keith  Allred,  backed  by  three 
other  justices,  turned  down  an  injunction 


request  of  ASBYU  Attorney  General, 
Lionel  Harris,  over  the  weekend.  Harris 
declared  the  council  had  violated  a 
constitutional  by-law  stipulating  that  “Bills 
and  actions . . . must  be  presented  at  least 
one  week  in  advance  of  voting,  to  give  time 
for  proper  consideration  and 
investigation.” 

Allred  said  the  Court  postponed  the 
injunction  to  give  the  Council  “a 
chance  ...  to  decide  for  sure  what  they 
want  to  do”  about  their  approval  of 
$2,500  in  funds  to  supplement  costs  in  the

During  the  course  of  the  mission,  said 
Fagan,  Medina  “called  higher 
headquarters . . . and  asked  to  change  the 
mission  from  search  and  destroy  to  search 
and  clear”— evidently  since  C Company  had 
met  no  resistance. 


But  by  the  time  the  request  was  granted, 
Fagan  said,- he  had  seen  an  estimated  100 
bodies  of  civilians  scattered  through  the 
village. 

Stephen  R.  Glimpse  of  Portland,  Ore.,  a 
radio  operator  in  a platoon  that  followed 
Calley’s  into  the  village,  preceded  Fagan  to 
the  stand. 

He  was  asked  by  the  prosecution  if  he 
was  “opposed  in  fact  to  the  prosecution  of 
this  case?” 

“It  wasn’t  so  much  that  I was  opposed, 
but  I was  hurt,”  said  Glimpse.

The  Cougarettes,  who  are  practicing  “a 
minimum  of  four  hours  a day”  according 
to  Hyatt,  are  preparing  a variety  show  as 
well  as  their  eight-minute  halftime 
presentation. 

Parry  mentioned  that  seven  section 
leaders  of  the  Cougar  band,  along  with 
director  Grant  Elkington,  will  make  the 
trip  to  lead  the  CCH  band  in  playing  for 
the  Cougarettes.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
President  Nixon’s  choice  of  Texas 
Democrat  John  B.  Connally  to  be 
treasury  secretary  seemed  assured 
of  clear  sailing  Monday  as  far  as 
Senate  confirmation  is  concerned. 

Sen.  Wallace  F.  Bennett, 
(R-Utah),  senior  member  of  the 
Senate  banking  committee,  voiced 
quick  approval  of  the  ex-governor 
and  close  political  ally  of  former 
President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson. 

Bennett  said  Connally  “Can 
make  a imique  contribution  in 
tempering  the  effect  of  political 
forces  upon  our  more  serious 
responsibility  to  bring  the 
domestic  economic  problems 
imder  control.” 

Chairman  Wright  Patman, 
(D-Tex.),  of  the  house  banking 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
Treasury  Secretary  David  M. 
Kennedy,  who  never  had  much 
influence  in  setting  Nixon 
administration  economic  policy, 
was  shoved  aside  Monday  as  a 
scapegoat  for  the  failures  of  that 
policy. 

Kennedy  told  President  Nixon 
last  month  he  was  willing  to  resign 
if  the  President  needed  someone 
to  take  the  blame  for  rising 
unemployment  and  continuing 
inflation. 

Treasury  sources,  who 
confirmed  the  report  of  the 
Nixon-Kennedy  meeting,  said  the 

President  declined  to  accept  the 


Secretary’s  resignation  at  that 
time  and  on  that  basis. 

But  when  Nixon  announced  the 
appointment  of  former  Texas 
Gov.  John  B.  Connally  as 
Kennedy’s  replacement,  it  became 
apparent  that  the  offer  was 
accepted  after  all,  even  though 
Kennedy  will  stay  in  the 
administration. 

Kennedy  was  not  an  effective 
advocate  of  administration 
policies  on  Capitol  Hill.  Close 
associates  conceded  that  he  was 
“weak”  in  his  relationships  with 
Congress. 

Connally  is  expected  to  fill  that 
void.  As  a lawyer  and  politician,

If  I remember  right,  two  years  ago 
girls  were  not  allowed  to  wear  pants  to 
such  things  as  pillow  concerts.  Last 
year,  however,  the  rule  was  changed 
and  we  were  informed  that  it  was  legl. 
Last  year  we  could  not  wear  pants  on 
the  main  floor  of  the  Wilkinson  Center, 
however,  this  year  it  is  appropriate  to 
do  so.  And  last  year  we  could  not  wear 
pants  to  the  various  theatres  on 
campus,  but  this  year  we  are  privileged 
to  do  so,  with  the  exception  of  blue

Connally  quahfied  for  the  post ' 
and  described  him  as  “a  fair  man 
and  a good  citizen.” 

House  Republican  Leader 
Gerald  R.  Ford  commented;  “I 
applaud  the  appointment.” 

Connally  may  come  under  fire 
from  some  democratic  liberals, 
however  on  grounds  he  helped 
conservative  republicans  on 
occasion  in  the  past,  and  may 
have  been  instrumental  in  Nixon’s 
presidential  victory  over  Hubert 
H.  Humphrey  in  1968. 

In  his  book  ‘The  Resurrection 
of  Richard  Nixon,”  Jules  Witcover 
wrote  that  Connally  had  been 
helpful  to  Nixon  “privately  lining 
up  some  politically  helpful  Texans 


to  work  for  the  Republican 
candidate”  in  the  1968  campaign. 

Witcover  said : 

“It  is  not  clear  whether  any 
outright  promise  was  made  to 
Connally  by  the  Nixon  camp,  but 
he  came  to  understand  that  as  a 
former  secretary  of  the  navy  and  a 
southern  conservative,  he  had  an 
excellent  chance  to  be  the 
democrat  in  the  Nixon  cabinet— as 
secretary  of  defense— if  Nixon 
carried  Texas. 

“As  the  campaign  came  to  a 
close,  however,  and  Johnson 
himself  was  finally  moved  to  help 
Humphrey,  the  President’s 
look-alike  Texas  buddy 
apparently  feared  he  might  be  left 
out  in  the  cold  in  a state  that 
went  Democratic  without  him.” 


Noting  that  Humphrey 
Texas  by  only  39,0^ 
Witcover  said  Connally 
have  weU  swung  the  st 
Nixon  had  he  not  caved  ii 
end.” 

White  House  press 
Ronald  L.  Ziegler  told  ni 
that  Nixon  telephoned  Job 
Texas  after  breakfastis 
Connally  Monday  and  in 
Johnson  of  the  appointmtt  .

Kennedy,  an  introverted

Kennedy  was  a member  of  the 
administration’s  “quadriad”  of 
top  economic  advisers.  Other 
members  are  management  and 
budget  director  George  P.  Schultz, 
council  of  economic  advisers 
chairman  Paul  W.  McCracken  and 
federal  reserve  chairman  Arthur  F. 
Burns. 


The  real  influence  was  exercised 
by  Shultz  and  McCracken, 
especially  Shultz.  Bums,  once 
Nixon’s  closest  adviser  on 
economic  matters,  has  drifted 
away  from  the  White  House  now 


that  he  is  head  of  the  Independent 
Federal  Reserve. 

Connally  will  be  a member  of 
the  quadriad  but  he  is  not 
expected  to  have  much  more  than 
Kennedy  to  do  about  setting 
economic  policy.  His  job  will  be 
to  “sell”  that  policy  to  Congress 
and  the  public. 

Kennedy’s  departure  came  as  a 
shock  to  his  subordinates  at  the 
Treasury.  Most  thought  he  had 
weathered  the  storm  when  Nixon 
did  not  immediately  accept  his 
offer  to  quit.  They  were  surprised 
when  the  offer  was  accepted  three 
weeks  after  it  had  been  made  and 
they  learned  about  it  only  after 
the  White  House  announcement.

Rapport  is  being  established 
with  university  officials,  Hunt 
reported,  during  the  two  months 
the  commission  has  been  in 
operation. 

He  gave  an  example  of  one 
student  who  had  been  expelled 
from  BYU  but  the  commission 
was  able  to  get  the  student 
re-instated  because  proper 
procedure  wasn’t  followed.  The 
same  student  was  then  expelled 
again  for  a different  violation,  this 
time  properly.  The  commission, 
said  Hunt,  was  then  satisfied. 

‘‘We. realize  rules  and 
disciplinary  procedures  are 
necessary,  however,  our  goal  is  to 
assure  the  consistent  application 
of  those  rules,”  Hunt  commented. 

In  response  to  a query  by  the 
Daily  U niverse , ASBYU 
Ombudsman  Mike  Bush  has 
explained  the  difference  between 
the  duties  and  jurisdiction  of  his 
office  and  the  ASBYU  President’s 
Commission  on  Student  Affairs. 

Bush  noted  that  there  are  both 
similarities  and  differences  but 
pointed  out  that  the  Ombudsman 
must  remain  neutral  and 
imaligned  at  all  times. 

‘The  overlap  is  that  at  times 
both  bodies  will  recommend 
policy  changes,  but  this  overlap  is 
arrived  at  from  two  different 
directions.  This  investigative 
commission  starts  out  by 
investigating  what  student  rights 
are.  An  Ombudsman’s  purpose  is 
to  see  that  present  laws  are 
administered  impartially  and 
correctly,”  stated  Bush. 

He  said  that  he  deals  chiefly 
with  individual  problems  while 
the  commission  deals  with  a broad 
spectrum  of  problems.  “An 
Ombudsman’s  job.  is  one  of 
interpretation  and  not  a legislative 
job,”  explained  Bush;

TACOMA,  WASH.  (UPI)  - 
Screaming,  kicking  defendants 
and  attorneys  brawled  with  20 
Federal  marshals  in  the  courtroom 
Monday  at  a contempt  hearing  in 
the  Seattle  conspiracy  case. 

After  U.S.  District  Judge 
George  H.  Boldt  finished  reading 
contempt  citations  for  six  of  the 
seven  defendants,  they  stood  up, 
ripped  the  citations  to  shreds  and 
told  Boldt  he  had  gone  “berserk.” 

Then  the  seventh  defendant, 
Mrs.  Susan  Stern,  also  was  held  in 
contempt  for  making  a speech  at 
the  counsel  table,  and  a scuffle 
erupted  when  a Federal  marshal 
grabbed  her  and  dragged  her 
away. 


Pilot  testifies 
on  jet  crash 


The  brawl  was  finally  quelled 
with  all  seven  defendants  and 
some  defense  attorneys  in  jail,  and 
marshals  dragging  struggling 
spectators  out  of  the  courtroom. 

A group  of  about  1 50 
supporters  marched  and  shouted 
outside  the  Federal  Building 
through  the  entire  incident, 
occasionally  setting  off 
firecrackers. 

The  seven  defendants  were 
accused  of  conspiring  to  damage 
the  Federal  Courthouse  in  Seattle 
in  a riot  there  last  Feb.  17.' 

Boldt  abruptly  called  a mistrial 
Thursday  and  cited  all  but  Mrs. 
Stern,  who  was  in  a hospital  after 
an  operation,  for  contempt.  Then 
he  recessed  the  proceedings  until 
Monday’s  hearing. 

After  Boldt  finished  reading  the 
citations,  all  six  defendants  cited 
stood  up,  ripped  their  copies  and 


HUNTINGTON,  W.  VA.  (UPI) 
- An  airline  pilot  who  landed  at 
Tri-State  Airport  about  an  hour 
before  a chartered  jetliner  crashed 
on  its  approach,  killing  75 
persons,  testified  Monday  the 
approach  lights  were  visible  four 
miles  from  the  runway.

Fred  Helgeson,  a meteorological

Bureau,  testified  visibility  the 
night  of  the  crash  was  five  miles. 
He  said  the  weather  was  overcast 
with  light  rain  and  fog  and  a 
variable  ceiling  of  400  to  600  feet. 

Miner  said  a prominent  feature 
of  the  Tri-State  Airport  was  a 
ridge  which  the  DC9  struck  about 
an  hour  after  Miner  landed  his 
aircraft.  He  said  he  had  flown  in 
and  out  of  the  airport  for  nine 
years  and  was  aware  of  the  ridge.

For  the  Democrats,  there  were 
prospects  of  gaining  four  seats  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas,  but 
losses  totaling  six  seats  in  West 
Virginia,  North  Dakota,  Iowa, 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania.  Ohio 
was  the  only  state  seen  at  this 
time  as  too  close  to  call  even  with 
ifs  and  maybes. 

Other  shifts  in  party  strength 
could  be  caused  by  redistricting  in 
any  of  the  36  states  whose  House 
delegations  were  unchanged  by 
the  reapportionment  but  whose 
internal  population  movements 
will  require  adjustments  under  the 
“one  man,  one  vote”  doctrine. 
The  UPI  survey  did  not  attempt 
to  assess  these  changes  at  this 
time. 

But  iif  the  14  states  touched  by 
the  reapportionment  of  the  435 
House  seats,  the  Republicans  have 
a slight  initial  advantage,  either 
because  they  control  the  state 
political  machinery  or  have  had 
population  booms  in  areas 
regarded  as  GOP  territory. 

At  the  same  time,  the  1970 
Democratic  surge  at  the  state  level 
transformed  several  states  from 
sure  Republican  strongholds  into 
prospective  political 
battlegrounds.  In  at  least  three 
such  states,  observers  already  are 
suggesting  that  redistricting  will 
be  settled  only  by  the  courts. 

The  courts  are  a new  factor  in 
the  old  struggle  to  divide  states 
into  congressional  districts  that 
give  the  advantage  to  one  party. 
For  the  first  time,  the  legislatures 
and  the  governors  must  agree  on 
districts  nearly  equal  in 
population  — a requirement 
previously  overlooked  in  many 
states  where  the  dominant  party 
wnated  to  draw  up  safe  districts 
for  its  own  candidates.  However, 
the  redistricters  still  can  indulge  in 
torturous  boundary  drawing— the 
traditional  practice  of 
gerrymandering— to  manufacture 
safe  districts. 

Strike  off 

DETROIT  (UPI)-United  Auto 
Worker  Vice  President  Douglas 
Fraser  said  Monday  contract 
negotiations  with  Chrysler  would 
be  recessed  during  the 
Christmas-New  Year  holidays  if 
no  settlement  can  be  reached  by 
Dec.  18. 

The  UAW  official,  who  is 
director  of  the  Union’s  Chrysler 
Department,  indicated,  however, 
that  if  no  settlement  could  be 
reached  before  the  recess,  a strike 
deadline  would  be  set  when  the 
two  sides  resumed  bargaining  after 
the  new  year.  He  did  not  mention 
a date,  but  presumably  it  would 
be  around  mid-January.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)-The 
head  of  one  of  the  nation’s  largest 
railroads  warned  Monday  that  any 
attempt  to  nationalize  the 
industry  would  cost  taxpayers 
more  than  $ 1 00  billion  in  the  first 
10  years. 

Benjamin  F.  Biaggini,.  President 
of  the  Southern  Pacific,  said  it 
would  cost  the  government  $60 
billion  to  buy  the  railroads,  $36 
billion  during  the  next  10  years 
for  new  equipment,  and  $1'  billion 
a year  would  be  lost  in  state,  local 
and  federal  taxes. 

“From  any  standpoint,  it  seems 
to  be  good  sense  to  put  aside  any 
ideas  of  nationalization  of 
railroads,  or  any  other 
transportation,”  Biaggini  said  in  a 
speech  to  the  National  Press  Club.

NCAA  statistics  draw  national 
attention  to  three  \^C  schools 


The  National  Collegiate  Athletic 
Association  released  its  final 
official  college  football  statistics 
recently,  and  three  Western 
Athletic  Conference  schools  drew 
national  attention. 


Arizona  State  enroute-to  the 
Peach  Bowl  was  the  national 
leader  in  total  offense.  The  Sun 
Devil  attack  under  Frank  Kush 
accounted  for  42  touchdowns 
during  the  season  and  also 
averaged  an  amazing  514.5  yards 
per  game. 


The  New  Mexico  Lobos  placed 
second  behind  the  University  of 
Texas  in  rushing  offense  as  New 
Mexico  compiled  350.1  yards  per 
game  rushing  second  only  to  the 
University  of  Texas. 

The  University  of  Utah,  behind 
the  “golden  toe”  of  Marv 
Bateman,  captured  the  punting 
honors  with  an  45.0  average  per 
punt.  In  addition  Bateman  was 


selected  by  the  Associated  Press  as 
its  kicking  specialist. 

ASU’s  outstanding  quarterback 
Joe  Spagnola  finished  eighth  in 
the  nation  in  total  offense  with 
216.4  yards  per  game. 

In  addition  to  Bateman  who 
averaged  45.7  yards  per  punt, 
Wyoming’s  Bob  Jacobs,  who 
midway  through  the  season  broke 
the  NCAA  fieldgoal  record  by 
former  Wyoming  star  Jerry 
DePoyster,  finished  eighth  in  the 
nation  in  punting  with  a 41.0 
yards  per  game  average.  And 
ASU’s  Jim  McCann  finished  third 
with  a 42.2  yards  per  punt.  The 
WAC  had  three  of  the  top  ten 
punters  in  the  nation. 

The  Sun  Devils  Steve  Holden 
led  the  nation  in  punt  returns 
with  a 19.2  average  and  two 
touchdowns. 

ASU’s  fleet  halfback  J.D.  Hill  in 
addition  to  his  running  ability  also 
finished  in  the  top  ten  in  pass 


receiving  with  an  average  of  nearly 
six  catches  per  contest'.  Hill  also 
finished  tenth  in  scoring  with  84 
points  in  ten  games. 

Arizona  State  finished  fourth  in 
the  nation  in  scoring  with  a 3 5 .7 
average  per  game.  But  the 
versatility  of  the  Sun  Devils  was 
reflected  in  the  fact  that  in 
addition  to  its  scoring  punch 
Arizona  State  also  managed  to 
finish  seventh  in  the  nation  in 
total  defense  allowing  its 
opponents  an  average  of  237.8 
yards  per  game. 

Thus  after  the  final  stats  were 
completed  the  WAC  made  its 
presence  felt  as  teams  placed 
representatives  in  10  of  the  15 
major  NCAA  divisions. 

In  the  post-season 
confrontations  Arizona  State  will 
carry  the  hopes  of  the  WAC 
conference  to  the  Peach  Bowl 
where  they  will  face  North 
Carolina.

Records  fall  in 
final  WAC  stats 

Forty-nine  Western  Athletic 
Conference  football  records  were 
established  during  the  1970 
season,  Commissioner  Wiles 
Hallock  revealed  recently. 

Highlight  of  the  team  records 
was  a national  leading  514.4  yards 
total  offense  per  game  by  Arizona 
State,  undefeated  and  headed  for 
a Peach  Bowl  encounter  with 
North  Carolina  on  December  30 
at  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

New  Mexico,  which  disdained 
the  pass  in  favor  of  a brutal 
ground  game  this  year  and 
challenged  Arizona  State  for  the 
team  championship,  established  a 
rushing  game  offense  record  with 
a 350.1  yards  per  game  average. 

Chris  Farasopoulos,  BYU’s  kick 
return  ace,  was  the  leading  record 
breaker  among  individuals,  setting 
six  career  and  two  season  records. 

Best  single  game  performance 
came  by  Bill  Craigo  of  Texas-EI 
Paso,  who  threw  for  507  yards 
against  Colorado  State  and  set  five 
records  in  that  one  contest. 

Arizona  State  set  a WAC  record 
for  the  most  total  plays  per  game 
with  87.  Colorado  State 
established  the  most  total  plays 
per  season  with  878.  Arizona 
State  set  a WAC  record  for  total 
offense  per  game  with  514.5, 
which  in  addition  was  also  the 
NCAA  record  for  the  1970  major 
college  football  season. 

New  Mexico  completely 
dominated  the  WAC  rushing  team 
records  as  the  Lobos  had  the  most 
rushing  plays  per  game  62.7,  the 
most  yards  rushing  per  game 
350.1,  the  best  average  gain  per 
rush  5.6  and  the  most  first  downs 
by  rushing  140.

In  their  last  meeting  Utah  had 
little  difficulty  in  downing  the 
Pros  as  Zelmo  Beaty  completely 
dominated  the  offensive  and 
defensive  boards  to  enable  the 
Stars  to  win.  But  since  then 
Memphis  has  been  rapidly 
improving  its  offensive  punch  and 
also  has  turned  into  a defensive 
team. 

Utah  coach  Bill  Sharman,  will 
be  looking  for  the  spark  that  was 
absent  in  last  Sunday’s  contest  in 
which  the  Stars,  after  jumping  off 
to  a quick  lead  in  the  first  couple 
of  minutes  of  play,  saw  their  lead 
deminish  slowly  by  the  pressing 
defense  utilized  by  the  Virginia 
Squires.  Virginia  overcame  a 10 
point  deficit  at  the  close  of  the 
first  quarter  and  outscored  the 
Stars  39*17  in  the  second  quarter. 
The  Stars  came  back  strong  in  the 
second  half,  but  it  was  not  enough 
to  offset  the  40  point 
performance  turned  in  by 
Virginia’s  Charlie  Scott.  Scott,  a 
former  North  Carolina  star, 
completely  took  charge  of  the 
Squires  attack  and  in  addition  to 
his  40  points,  he  pulled  down  16 
carroms. 

Thus  with  the  Stars  holding  a 
slim  one  game  margin  over  the 
defending  American  Basketball 
Association  champions  the 
Indiana  Pacers,  each  contest 
looms  as  an  important  one.

The  goals  and  provisions  of 
foster  grandparenthoqd  include  an 
increased  satisfaction  with  life; 
monies  to  pay  necessary  bills  and 
hence,  a measured  independence; 


INITIATED  BY  THE  federal 
government  in  1965  as  an 
experimental  research  and 
demonstration  program,  the 
Foster  Grandparent  operation 
employed  some  52  low-income 
elderly  people  with  an 
opportunity  to  receive  financial 
reimbursement  for  service  to 
Amwican  Fork  Training  School 
children. 

It  was  felt  that  the  program 
would  benefit  both  those  serving 
as  grandparents  and  the  retarded 
or  otherwise  deprived  children 
who  needed  the  attention,  love 
and  companionship  of  an  older 
“Grandma”  or  “Grandpa”.  Thus 
52  senior  citizens  became  foster 
grandparents  to  some  154 
children. 


The  Humanities 
Series  Doubled 


AFTER  ONE  YEAR  a study  by 
Dr.  Robert  M.  Gray  showed  “the 
Foster  Grandparents  were  more 
active  in  community  affairs,  had 
better  personal  and  social 
adjustment,  were  more  satisfied 
with  their  lives,  had  better  mental 
health,  and  more  favorable 
self-image,  experienced  less  stress, 
had  better  physical  health,  and 
felt  less  alienated  and  more  a part 
of  the  general  society  than  did  the 


The  National  Humanities 
Series,  a program  designed 
to  take  humanities  presenta- 
tions to  small  communities, 
has  begun  its  second  year  of 
operation  with  the  number  of 
presentations  nearly  doubled. 

The  National  Endowment 
for  Humanities  underwrites 
the  cost  of  the  series,  and 
the  Woodrow  Wilson  Na- 
tional Fellowship  Founda- 
tion plans  and  administers 
the  programs. 

The  series  will  reach  ap- 
proximately 55  communities 
in  32  states  and  present  three 
related  themes,  "Justice  — 
Trial  and  Error,”  a study  of 
man’s  quest  for  an  orderly 
community;  "Stop,  Look  and 
Listen,”  an  exploration  of  the 
humanities  through  the  me- 
dia of  music,  films,  television, 
drama,  art  and  literature ; 
and  "Face  to  Face,”  an  in- 
quiry into  how  and  why  men 
create.

West  sets  up  program 

Dale  H.  West,  chairman  of  the  Department  of  English,  began  teaching 
here  in  1947  and  has  been  very  instrumental  in  setting  up  the  English 
and  Teacher  Training  porgrams  at  BYU. 

Dr.  West  is  currently  involved  with  the  new  freshman  English 
program.  This  new  approach  to  English  instruction  at  BYU  entails  the 
taking  of  one  semester  of  English  during  both  the  freshman  and 
sophomore  years,  each  course  emphasizing  a particular  major  of  the 
students. 

When  asked  about  the  objectives  of  his  department,  Dr.  West  states 
“We  try  to  fit  our  program  to  the  needs  of  the  University.  We  feel  the 
students  are  getting  better,  and  we  must  move  forward  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  students.” 

“We  are  now  in  our  first  year  of  a doctorate  program  in  English  at 
BYU,”  states  West.  “We’ve  have  unusual  luck  in  placing  our  students  in 
teaching  positions,  and  have  received  reports  that  out  students  are  very 
conscientious  in  their  work.” 

Among  several  other  Church  positions.  Dr.  West  served  ten  years  on 
the  Sunday  School  General  Board.  He  has  three  children.

Put  the  headset  on.  Turn  on  the 
switch  and  adjust  the  volume. 
That’s  all  students  and  faculty 
members  at  BYU  have  to  do  to 
listen  to  readings  from  the  Book 
of  Mormon  Religion  xourse  121. 

The  wireless  headset,  as  it  is 
called,  is  designed  to  let  the 
listener  walk  around  while 
wearing  the  earphones.  Its  single 
receiving  channel  is  tuned  to  an 
amplifier-transmitter  located  in 
the  ceiling  of  the  fifth  floor  of  the 
J.  Reuben  Clark  Library. 

Supervisor  of  Information 
Retrieval  Systems  for  the  library, 
David  GaUacher,  said  that  tlds 
kind  of  headset  allows  the  listener 
to  go  anywhere  on  the  fifth  floor 
and  still  hear  the  programmed 
course. 

“The  wireless  headset  has  given 
us  freedom  we  normally  don’t 
have,”  GaUacher  explained.  “Until 
we  got  these  sets,  the  student  was 
tied  to  a patch  panel  at  one  of  our 
long  benches  or  a properly 
equipped  study  carrel.  Now 
students  or  faculty  members  can 
check  out  a wireless  headset  and 
sit  anyplace  on  the  fifth  floor 
they  want.” 

Those  who  benefit  most  from 
this  type  of  programmed  course, 
according  to  GaUacher,  are  the 
blind  and  foreign  students.
